The supreme court has requested 
that this practice be put into effect 
now for two reasons: the first to 
impress upon students the value of 
their A.S.B. cards and the second 
to possibly alleviate some of the 
budget difficulties. 


The journalism department will 
attempt to distribute the paper all 
hours of each Friday on which it is 
published. We hope that students 
will appreciate the conditions of 
subscription to The Panther and 
that they will appreciate the posi- 
tions of both the supreme court 
and others concerned with this 
situation. We will appreciate stu- 
dent co-operation in this matter 
to. avoid all conflicts.

Television, the most influential 
medium of entertainment and ad- 
vertising in the history of the 
world, is going to fail in the most 
important duty of education if 
more interest and enthusiasm are 
not generated by educators. 

Federal Communications Commis- 
sioner Frieda Hennock started the 
ball rolling two years ago, when 
she proposed that 25 per cent of 
the TV channels not yet: allocated 
be set aside for educational pur- 
poses. 

Today’s educators are in a weak 
position. They failed miserably in 
radio and they aren’t much better 
off in TV. We can allow them an 
alibi though; they just don’t know 
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and understand the medium. Fi- 


nancial backing is another obsta- 
cle. The networks that have these 
problems mastered and can do 
something about it very seldom 
get around to producing a program 
that in any small detail resembles 
education. (An exception we'd like 
to mention here is the finest weekly 
educational program on the air to- 
day. It’s the Mutual radio net- 
work’s “Out of Thunder,’ heard 
on Wednesday night at 9:30 p.m.) 
The constant pressure of the com- 
mercial broadcaster who has mil- 
lions to spend often causes the ed- 
ucational show to be shifted from 
an evening hour one week to a 
morning hour the next, until only 
three people who have inside in- 
formation know the exact telecast 
hour. Ah, but here’s the tragedy! 
The public gets what it wants! 
Miss Shipler asks us to take note 
of the new and more efficient 
teaching methods being used in 
schools today, in comparison with 
10 years ago. Hmmmm — could be 
educators can be educated.
